G ra v e F e a r s o f D is a s te r to S h ip p in g on 
th e A tla n tic C o ast. 
W a s h in g to n , Septem ber 10th —T he H y ­ 
drographic office has prepared a statem ent 
to th e effect th at tidal waves along tne 
coast of New Jersey and Long Island were 
caused by a hurricane comiDg u d th e coast 
from th e W est Indies. 
D isasters at sea are 
feared. 
T he necessity for telegraphic com ­ 
m unication w ith B erm uda, th at a w arning 
to sh ipping m ay be given, is pointed out. 
T his is th e hurricane season, and grave 
fears of disaster to shipping are entertained. 
N ew Y o r k , Septem ber 10;h.— Incom ing 
vessels are anxiously aw aited for new s of 
th e great storm at sea. w hich has been rag­ 
ing lor th e past few days, and th at it has 
been th e w orst of recent years is m ade evi­ 
d ent by th e high tides aud storm w hich 
have done such great dam age along tne 
coast. 
In th is city the cellars and first tloo'S 
o f buildings along the w ater-front are all 
flooded. 
T h is m orning the ferrv boats are 
having difficulty in getting in the slips. 
R eports of great dam age done by the 
storm at high tide last night are com ing in, 
and as the tide th is m orning is higher than 
last n ig h t, it is evident th at an enorm ous 
am o u n t of property w as destroyed along 
the New Jersey coast. 
Low beaches were 
subm erged and railroad tracks injured. 
T housands of spectators w atched th e surf, 
w hich was th e w ildest au d highest know n 
in years. 
A tlantic City was com pletely cut off from 
th e m ain land. 
M any 
bathing houses 
were ground up into kindling wood. 
Sev­ 
eral pavilions were lifted bodily from th tir 
piling and destroyed. 
R eports from Coney Island show this 
was th e w orst storm ever know n there. All 
n ig h t long waves dashed over the break­ 
w ater at M anhattan and B righton Beach 
w ith a trem endous roar. 
T he m arine rail­ 
way betw een th e tw o places was entirely 
sw ept aw ay. 
T h is m orning not a vestige 
is left ot the esplanade in front of th e M an­ 
h a ttan Hotel, and the tide flows in and out 
of th e basem ent of th e building. 
T he race 
course was sw ept aw ay. 
In this city som e piers w ere entirely cov­ 
ered by the tide. 
Som e, w hich are usually 
tw elve feet above high w ater, have their 
decks licked by the angry waves. 
T he bav 
and rivers are exceedingly turbulent, ow ing 
to high w inds. 
Sailors say it is th e greatest 
flood in tw enty-five years. 
N ew Y o rk , Septem oer 10th.—It is be­ 
lieved the gale was right in th e track of the 
ocean steam ers and it is feared som e of 
them , including th e City of New Y’ork and 
Teutonic, have suffered. 
T elegraphic com m unication 
to Sandy 
H ook is cut off. 
T he outside harbor is so 
rough and th e w eather is so thick th at 
boats dare not venture out. 
W ord comes from Coney Island th a t the 
tide is higher this m orning than last night. 
M anhattan Beach and O riental H otels are 
flooded to th e doors and the occupants are 
unable to leave. 
T he W est E nd H otel is entirely sub­ 
m erged. 
T he w ater is flow ing over to 
Sheepshead hay. 
T he beach at M anhattan 
has been entirely w ashed aw ay, and the 
persons still there are badly frightened.

HEAVY STORMS PREV AILING IN PENNSYLNA- 
N IA AND DELAWARE. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , Septem ber 10th.—A se­ 
vere w ind-storm , accom panied by rain, 
prevailed in this city and vicinity all day. 
T he fire-alarm , police, telegraph an d tele­ 
phone w ires are prostrated all over th e city, 
and th e telegraph lines th roughout the 
State are reported to be in very bad shape. 
T he dam aging storm w hich has prevailed 
along th e A tlantic coast since S unday still 
continues, and reports received here in d i­ 
cate th e dam age to railroad lines entering 
A tlantic City, Cape M ay, Ocean City and 
other coast resorts very great. 
O nly a few 
early train s succeeded in getting through. 
T he m eadow s near A tlantic City are cov­ 
ered w ith w ater, an d trains were w ashed 
aw ay in places. 
E arly reports of the situation were m ade 
to-day by railroad officials. 
T he storm 
carried aw ay th e telegraph-poles and the 
wires it is supposed, as ail com m unication 
is cut off. 
T he w ater in th e old Cam den and A t­ 
lantic E xcursion H ouse, at A tlantic City, is 
four or five feet high. 
T he latest reports w ere th at the heavy 
northw est w ind was grow ing heavier, and 
th ere was no sign of a cessation. 
Ocean City is alm ost 
entirely under 
w ater, and th e beach road, w hich is floated 
in every high tide, is believed to be an en­ 
tire w reck. 
O n the A nglesea branch it was reported 
th a t three railroad cars w ere turned on 
their sides and th at the passengers clim bed 
o ut the w indow s u n h u rt but very disconso­ 
late. 
They were com pelled to m ake th em ­ 
selves as com fortable as possible on the 
sides of the cars. T his report has no t been 
confirm ed, bu t it is believed to be true. 
G rave fears are entertained for the prop­ 
erty at A tlantic City, as well as for th e 
lives o f residents, for there w ould be no 
way of escape should the condition becom e 
m ore threatening. 
W hile 
th e railroad 
trains cannot get out of the city it is not 
likely th at an ything else could, except a 
boat, and there are not boats enough there 
to help one-tem h of the people. 
T he last report received by the Cam den 
and A tlantic R ailroad officials was to the 
effect th at the w ater is rising in A tlantic 
City and is on th e low ground and partly 
on the m ade ground, an d grave apprehen­ 
sions are felt lor th e safety of the people 
there. 
U p to a late hour to-night com m unica­ 
tion by telegraph had not been had with 
any point ou the coast betw een D elaw are 
B reakw ater and A tlantic City. 
A t Lewes, Del., the w ind had been blow ­ 
ing a gale all day. and late at nig h t it was 
unabated. 
T he tide was the highest since 
1807. 
Telegraphic coram nn¡cation 
w ith th “ 
B reakw ater was destroyed about 9 o’clock 
this m orning. 
B oth the wooden piers h av e been de­ 
stroyed and eleven schooners are ashore. 
A special from Cape May to the inquirer 
sa y s; 
T he heavy tide of last night w ashed 
over the beach drive east of th e Stockton 
H otel and filled the m eadow s on each side 
of th e city. 
T he wind, w hich increased in 
force through the night, m ade th e tide of 
th e m orniD g the highest for thirteen years. 
T he greatest apprehensions are felt con­ 
cerning th e tide w hich shall reach its h ig h ­ 
est point to-night. 
T he cottage occupied by th e widow of 
the late G eneral P h il K earney and the 
cottages about it were surrounded by w ater 
a foot deep. 
On Poverty Beach, on w hich 
is situated th e Cold Spring In let Life S av­ 
ing Station, th e waves w ent right across it 
and three tim es lifted the G overnm ent's 
station off its underpinning, and'also com ­ 
pletely dem olished th e Cape M ay 
and 
Sewell Point Railroad.

NOT CREDITABLE. 
The Postoffice Department ought to be 
able to pay for what service it asks ot citi­ 
zens. It certainly was not the intention of 
the founders of the postal system that it 
should be a pensioner on any other than 
the Government purse. It has no more 
right to expect the citizen to serve it gra­ 
tuitously than has the citizen to ask the 
department to provide for the free carriage 
of his mail matter. While the postal sys­ 
tem is not self-supporting, because it is 
conducted upon the theory of equal serv­ 
ice to all, no matter what the distance of 
mail carriage or the amount to be carried, 
the Government, from the general fund of 
the people, makes good any deficiencies 
due to itsoperation. When, therefore, the 
Postoffice Department comes to the news­ 
paper and asks it to do free advertising for 
it, it does that not warranted by reason, 
and that does not conform to the intention 
under which it had origin and has experi­ 
enced growth. The Un:ted States should 
no more permit the Postal Department to 
beg advertising of the newspaper than to 
solicit cloth of the merchant or labor from 
the printer of its stamps and envelopes. 
Yet there appears to have grown up a 
practice of begging by the department, one 
that does not comport with its dignity or 
the demands of even-handed justice. When 
the department is about to let a contract 
it should provide for payment for publica­ 
tion of the notice required by the law. 
and such we believe was the intentiou of 
the law-makers when they authorized and 
directed the department to give certain 
notices. The matter of the amount of ex­ 
penditure is by the law left to the discre­ 
tion of tiie heads of tho department, but 
there is nothing in the law, or the theory 
of the postal service, that can be warped 
into excuse for the department begging 
for free service by the people. The news­ 
paper is “run'’ to make money, or at least 
to meet expenses, and if it is to do the 
advertising of the Government in one in­ 
stance for nothing, it cannot consistently 
deny the Government in another instance. 
Yet we have the spectacle of the Postal 
Department ol the United States going to 
Die publishers of newspapers, like alieggar, 
and asking them to advertise “free” that 
bids will be reciived for the performance 
of certain work for the department, that 
certain examinations are to be held, and 
through the department the Civil Service 
I otnniis-ion asks that notice of compet­ 
itive tests for positions in the rail­ 
way mail service, etc., shall lie announced 
gratis. It must he understood that the 
Postmasters are not blameworthy—they 
receive their instructions direct from 
Washington to have this or that notice 
published in the newspapers “ without 
compensation.” It is very true that the 
most of the advertising ordered by the 
department is paid for, but that is no 
reason why another |«»rtion should be con­ 
tributed by the publishers of the press. 
Yet this is precisely what is asked. The 
request moves upon the plan of the fellow 
who purchased a coat and wiihcd the 
clothier to throw in a pair of pantaloons. 
If the law or the regulations require cer­ 
tain notices to be given, they should appear 
¡B the regular advertising columns, and it 
is not legal notice if they appear else­ 
where in the newspaj>er. The R ecord- 
U n io n has no special complaint, though it 
has acceded to the request many times to 
print certain notices free, but it has added, 
as was its rignt, that the United States 
Government is “ too poor to pay " for the 
advertising. 
Of course these begging 
notices do not amount to a great deal in 
dollars and cents, but the practice is not 
creditable to a Goiernment that boasts so 
much as ours of its independence and its 
“ surplus." It Congress will not appropri­ 
ate sufficient to meet the advertising needs 
of the Postal Department, let the heads of 
the department so state, and the notices go 
unpublished, since there is no need what­ 
ever for any deficiency in a department 
that it is well known is not, and is not ex­ 
pected to be, self-sup|Kirting. At least, let 
some action be taken in Congress that will 
relieve the post officials from the humilia­ 
tion of begging free advertising from 
newspapers, and which is done with no 
more reason than would exist if they asked 
for free coal for the offices, or free canvas 
for the mail-bags. 


A NEW SCHEME OF EDUCATION. 
Perhaps no social subject attracts more 
siucere attention tfiaN that of the educa­ 
tion of the youth of the country. In the 
never ending debate upon methods there 
is frequently heard a protest against the 
multiplicity of lext-lwoks children are re­ 
quired to use, and here and there this 
takes the form of a demand for the total 
abolition of books—at least in the earlier 
years of teaching youth. Mrs. Lamb, the 
accomplished m í tor of the magaziue of 
Atncr.can Uüi.iry, rt marking upon this 


subject, refers with something of approval 
to a system proposed for the education of 
boys of tender years, say from eight to 
twelve, that eliminates the text-book- 
According to her, under the new or pro­ 
posed system— 
"They are taken into the fields and woods 
and brought face to face with nature. Their 
curiosity to know of the objects around them is 
excited and gratified by their teacher, who ac­ 
companies them in their excursions and directs 
their investigations. 
Afterward, when they 
desire to know more about the things existing 
in the world, books are put at their commaud ; 
but these must be askea for, not forced upon 
them. This system will develop the boys 
physically, but by no means relieve them from 
study: on the contrary itcominds a great deal 
of study. The stimulus, however, is a pleasant 
one, and learning is made more interesting 
than by the ordinary process. Boys naturally 
hate books and lessons, because they are tire­ 
some. Books to them are tools, and often so 
big and clumsy that they do not know how to 
use them, and lessons are worse than punish­ 
ments. They must commit to memory hun­ 
dreds of dry words which carry no meaning to 
their young minds—which represent to them 
absolutely nothiug but so many consecutive 
sounds." 
The scheme is to promote the growth 
of all the faculties of the boy at once; to 
strengthen, not to stimulate them ; to 
make no attempt to create faculties, or 
rather to reach those which should not in 
the usual order of things appear for three 
or four years later. Mrs. Lamb says that 
one enthusiastic educator is already suffi­ 
ciently enamored of the scheme to invest 
his means in the founding of a school to 
be conducted as indicated, in which he 
proposes to develop the intellectual powers 
of his wards contemporaneously with the 
education of their bodies. The experi­ 
ment of the school without text-books will 
be looked upon with unusual interest. 


Illin o is has long enjoyed an unenviable 
reputation for divorce business. Her rec­ 
ord as an “easy divorce State” is the cause 
of much shame to her people. A recent 
decision by a Court of that State is that a 
husband may be granted an injunction 
against the interference of his mother-in- 
law in his domestic affairs. This, it is 
expected, will materially reduce the 
divorce crop, as the claim is that, in the 
main, the mother-in-law is at the bottom 
of most of the troubles betweeu the hus­ 
bands and wives oí Illinois. The Chicago 
press is indulging itself in a notable 
amount of wit and humor over this decis­ 
ion. It does not appear, however, that 
there is really anything to be “funny” over. 
The Court simply holds that the tribunals 
of the State will, on proper application, 
interfere to prevent any one from trespass­ 
ing upon the privacy of a home. There is 
nothing novel in such a ruling, the laws of 
Illinois concerning the issuance of injunc­ 
tions permitting them to be invoked in 
such instances. But seriously, this all 
aronnd assault upon the mother-in-law is 
growing stale. We are of the belief that 
that much-maligned relative is burdened 
with a hundred fold more of complaints 
than she is really answerable for. She is 
convenient excuse for husbands to neglect 
their wives, and drive them to seek in the 
old home the advice they should have in the 
new from their life partners. Unquestion­ 
ably many indiscreet mothers by untimely 
interference in behalf of married daughters 
have brought about much marital trouble, 
but that there are more wise and consider­ 
ate mothers of wives who are not, we 
believe can be established in the experi­ 
ence and observation of all communities. 
Some one, some day, will do the mother- 
in-law justice. In this period it is certain 
she is a much-maligned individual. If 
the husbands who complain most of 
mothers-in-law were what they should be 
to their wives, they would find the latter 
very rarely seeking or permitting the 
advice of the wife’s mother in the domestic 
affairs of the new home. The statistics of 
Courts establish the fact that the causes 
for divorce, in the majority of cases, are due 
to the man. The nature of the woman is 
to be true, confiding, loving, forbearing 
and secretive of her domestic trials. We 
assert that the records of the Courts will 
show that in a very great majority of the 
cases of divorce, the husband is the first 
great cause of the tr ouble leading to the 
dissolution of the bond that should not be 
severed save for the gravest of reasons.

At the meeting of the State Board of 
Equalization yesterday morning, the case 
ot Santa Barbara county's assessment was 
presented.

Smith and J. L Baker, the Assessor of the 
coua y. and his deputy, respectively, and 
also Senator Heacock aiid Ellwood Cooper. 
President of the State Board of Horticult­ 
ure. It was claimed that the increase of 
assessment in 1837 and 18SS were due to 
the big value set on property daring the 
boom. The case was taken under advise 
tnent.

The Press Association met at 9:30 a . m . 
A letter was received announcing the in­ 
ability of Vice-President Thompson to be 
present. 
The Committee on Business 
Union regarding foreign advertising, which 
has become unreasonably low by reason of 
unfair competition of advertising agents, 
reported through Mr. Shoemaker. The 
committee advised: 
First—That such papers of the Associa­ 
tion, as may desire and agree thereto, ap­ 
point an agency in San Francisco to act in 
their behalf. 
Second—That such papers of the Asso­ 
ciation, as may agree and unite therefor, 
will take no foreign advertising unless it 
comes through such agent. 
Third—That the 8gent be authorized to 
take contracts for honest and decent for­ 
eign advertisements,'using the papers of this 
Association as a whole and as one paper; 
provided this shall not be construed to pre­ 
vent theiragent from taking advertisements 
for certain papers or for one paper. 
Fourth—That a special committee be 
named and shall classify to the agent such 
papers of this Association, so that each 
paper may be established as to a minimum 
rate according to their circumstances, of cir­ 
culation, location, etc. 
Fifth—The Executive Committee or a 
sub-committee of the Executive Committee 
shall appoint the agent of the papers of 
this Association. 
The matter was debated by Mr. Chal­ 
mers of Butte, Mr. Francis ot Napa, Mr. 
Folger of Mono, General Sheehan of Sacra­ 
mento, Mr. Ohleyer of Sutter, Mr. Parsons 
of Yolo, Mr. Lawson of Yuba, Mr. Green 
of Colusa, Mr. Lemon of Sonoma, Mr. 
Krauth of Alameda, and Mr. McCiatchy of 
Sacramento. The debate was one of great 
business interest, but is not of interest to 
the general public. The whole matter was 
disposed of by a substitute for the report 
providing for a committee to consider the 
scheme, foimuíate a plan, submit it by 
correspondence and put it in operation if 
practicable at an early date for the regula­ 
tion of foreign advertising. 
William A. Lawson, of Marysville, then 
read the regular paper called for by the 
programme, the subject being the part of 
the newspaper in the development of the 
State. He pointed out very clearly that in 
the upbuilding of California the local 
press plays an important part. It is re­ 
gretted that exigencies of space prevent 
fuller reference to the able paper. In brief, 
he proved that the success of Southern 
California began in the effort ot a local pa­ 
per of Santa Barbara. He urged that sev­ 
eral hundred copies of local papers should 
be sent to Eastern journals and distributed 
East through the State Board of Trade. 
He insisted that the truth be adhered to in 
setting forth local claims, and that no ex­ 
aggerations be indulged in. He considered 
many details relating to these general 
features, and strongly urged cleanliness, 
manliness, energy and faith in presenting 
the claims of California, which do not as 
yet nearly exceed her real wealth of re­ 
sources, many of which are but in their 
infancy. The press works upon the best 
line of development when it labors for 
many rural homes, and opposes large land 
holdings. The essaist’s devotion to this 
branch of the subject was profoundly in­ 
teresting. as also his elaborate study of soil 
exhaustion, and irrigation and the capacity 
of the Sacramento valley, and the duty of 
the press to investigate these matters and 
educate the people on the subjects. He 
read statistics of imports into California of 
articles we should produce that were sim­ 
ply startling. The paper was one of ex­ 
ceeding high value. 
The question of reinstating in the con­ 
stitution the clause for a semi annual ses­ 
sion was taken up and the clause was rein­ 
stated. 
At 12:15 o’clock the Association took a 
recess until 1:30 p. m. 
Bv inadvertence the name of Thomas 
H. Dawson, of the Corning Observer, was 
omitted from the list of members pub­ 
lished yesterday. 


AFTERNOON 
SESSION. 
At the afternoon session of the Associa­ 
tion the question of the admission of fra­ 
ternal and medical journals was discussed. 
Mr. Folger offered a resolution, express­ 
ing the sentiment that the Governor should 
direct the American flag to be displayed on 
all public buildings, and also all school 
buildings on all notable national and State 
occasions, and that teachers should instruct 
scholars upon such events. It was debated 
by Messrs. Folger and Lemon, and it was 
decided that it was not within the scope of 
the Association to advise the Governor 
concerning matters that he may have no 
control over. 
Mr. Krauth introduced a resolution con­ 
demning unqualifiedly the special boom 
papers, gotten up for so-called advertising 
purposes, and reciting that such sheets rob 
legitimate journals of patronage, aDd de­ 
ceive the business public with the idea that 
such sheets are of value. Adopted. 
Mr. Rogers offered a resolution reciting 
that legal advertising should not rate less 
than $1 a square of 240 ems for the first, 
and 50 cents for the second and each subse­ 
quent insertion, and condemning journals 
tnat cut below that figure, and denying 
them recognition. 
Mr. Krauth thought it would interfere 
with contracts. 
Mr. Parsons gave instances of less rates 
that are lucrative, yet believed $1 little 
enough. 
Mr. Green said that for advertising county 
work the Supervisors can by law fix the 
rate, but no paper is bound to take it. The 
legal advertising ruust be done, and tha 
county should pay as much as the private 
individual. If the papers demand a fair 
rate they will get it, as the advertising must 
be done. 
Mr. Folger related his experience, and 
held the papers can get their rates if they 
insist and stand together. 
Mr. Lemon thought that by law the 
matter should be fixed definitely. He had 
invf6tigaled the method as to legal adver­ 
tising in each county, and found great con­ 
fusion to exist; in some counties the law 
is bluntly ignored and defied, and the 
proceedings of Supervisors are rarely pub­ 
lished, though the law requests it to be 
done. He favored the passage of a law 
uniform in operation, and requiring a state­ 
ment of all Supervisi rial proceedings to be 
published and paid for. 
Mr. Parsons recited his experience in 
Yolo county, showing that the law is not 
complied with. 
Mr. Kidd also gave his experience in 
Shasta county, and showing how the press 
is compelled to publish Supervisors' pro­ 
ceedings free. 
The resolution of Mr. Rogers was 
adopted. 
Mr. Dodson offered resolutions declaring 
that Sutter's Fortjought tobe restored and a 
memorial hall or monument erected, and 
that the Native Sons be asked to undertake 
the work. Adopted. 
On motion of Dr. Dodson the Committee 
on Foreign Advertising was raised to seven, 
to incluae the President. 
An invitation war received from David 
Lubin to visit the Play-ground any time 
between 11 a . m . and 1 p. m . Accepted with 
thanks. 
The fixing of the place for the March 
session was then taken up, and alter a very 
pleasant debate, Sacramento was agreed 
upon unanimously, and the last Mone.ayin 
March agreed upon, and 7 p. M. was the 
hoar. 
11 was ordered that the Committee on 
Advertising shall be paid its actual ex­ 
penses. 
The cordial thanks of the Association 
were returned to the railroad companies 
that eave transportation to the delegates. 
F. K. Knautn requested to be relieved 
from the Executive Committee, and W. B. 
Parsons was elected to fill the place. 
The Ct air named on the Committee on 
Foreign Advertising Shoemaker, Lawson. 
Lemon, Francis, Chalmers 
and Mc- 
Craney. 
Thanks were returned to the members of 
the Sacramento press, the city of Sacra­ 
mento and the California Museum Associa­ 
tion for courtesies and hospitalities. 
The Association then adjourned sine die.

An 
athletic exhibition was then given in the 
tennis ground. After that the company 
scattered over tbe grounds. Everywhere 
games were opened to them, and ladies 
and gentlemen engaged in tricycle rid­ 
ing, tenpins, etc., while servitors passed 
about 
refreshments and 
ices 
with 
profuse liberality, while the Hussar Band 
played from their perch in tbe center 
of the "ground magical.” A reception 
was given in the Cinderella booth,and Mr. 
Lubin and Mr.Skeels did all that was pos­ 
sible to entertain the guests until midnight, 
when “Hume, Sweet Home,” was played 
and the last good-night said. Everyone 
voted the Play-ground reception one of the 
most thoughtful and enjoyable events of 
their lives—especially were the visitors 
from abroad profuse in their praise.

JUDGMENT REVERSED. 
Tho Supreme Court Remands the Case of 
Gates vs. Brusie for a New Trial. 
J. S. Williams, Deputy Clerk of the Su­ 
preme Court in this city, received and filed 
yesterday in the Supreme Court Clerk’s 
office, at the State Capitol, the following 
opinion : 
‘•James Brttsie (respondent) vs. Samnel 
Gates, et al. This is a Stanislaus county 
case aud an action to quiet title. The title 
of the respondent depends upon tbe valid­ 
ity of the levy of a writ of attachment on 
the property, in the hands of the appel­ 
lant's grantor, and the substquent sale of 
the same on execution. The attachment 
issued nut of the Justice's Court, judgment 
was recovered aud subsequently recorded 
in the Recorder's office of the proper 
county ; an execution was issued and placed 
in the hands ot the Sheriff, and the prop­ 
erty sold to the respondent, who was the 
judgment creditor. The property was pur­ 
chased by the appellant from the judgment 
debtor for a valuable consideration between 
tbe time of the levy of the writ of attach­ 
ment and the recording of the judgment 
in the Recorder’s office. Therefore, the 
respondent s right to recover depended, in 
the first instance, upon the validity of the 
levy of the writ of attachment, as the ap 
pellant became a purchaser before the judg­ 
ment became a lieu on the property. 
After reviewing tbe case at length the 
Supreme Court reverses the judgment and 
tbe cause is remanded.

Great improvement was made yesterday 
in the appearance of the Pavilion, nearly 
all the exhibits having been completed. 
Those of the several counties are as yet 
unfinished, as the labor of unpacking and 
preparing so many articles for the shelves 
is very tedious. The committees are work­ 
ing with a will, however, and their eflorts 
are now beginning to develop results. The 
exhibits are truly grand, and not only 
elicit the admiration of Eastern visitors, but 
fill them with wonder. Another California 
feature of the fair that surprises people 
from the other side of “the hills” is the 
display of combined harvesting machines.of 
which there are several kinds on exhibition. 
Indeed, there are a number of California- 
invented machines in the fair that are both 
new and novel, showing that the people of 
the State are no longer dependent on those 
of other parts of the Uniou for their labor- 
saving machinery. 
This opportunity for 
showing what our people can do and are 
doing explains the great value of State 
fairs, for they afford the most direct method 
of bringing the manufacturer and consu­ 
mer together, and people have demon­ 
strated to them the solution of difficulties 
that had been seemingly insurmountable. 
Last night’s attendance at the Pavilion 
was a decided improvement on that of the 
preceding night, and the cool weather made 
promenading through the great exposition 
building a reai pleasure. 
The Artillery 
Band discoursed pleasing music and the 
exhibit showed to good advantage under 
the brilliant electric lights. The decora­ 
tions this year are bright and new, and the 
hall never looked better than at the pres­ 
ent time.

The battle has begun.

Why, 
you can make more money in half an 
hour than Jay Gould could in a week I 
Up this way, now! Ah, here’s a gentle­ 
man what says de five-spot wifi win. 
He’ll be a millionaire! Get in, now, be­ 
fore I rattle de bones. ” 
Two more "gentlemen” chipped up a 
dollar apiece on different numbers, and he 
of the red face “rattled de bones.” 
All 
three won, of course. 
A youth standing 
near, with hayseed in his hair, thought it 
was a pretty good game, and began feeling 
in his pockets. 
"W alk np, gents, now, an’ we'll rattle 
’em again I ” 
They rattled again, and this time two of 
the “ gentlemen” won again, and only one 
lost. Next rattle all three won again. 
The hayseed youth could resist no longer, 
and risked a 
dollar. 
He 
won.

grinned and put up another and another, 
but he was not winning now. 
A well-known gentleman, who holds 
forth in one of the State offices in the Capi­ 
tol, stepped up and placed a dollar on the 
three-spot. 
“ Step up, gents! Don’t be bashful, now,

Attorneys Grove L. Johnson and Charles

game.

That a programme had been prepared 
and a test case premeditated was evident 
from every circumstance surrounding the 
transaction.

A large number of Chinese hop-pickers 
are employed on the Wittenbrock ranch, 
about eight miles east of the city on the 
north side of the American river. 
“All same Melican man,” the glionlish 
gambler hangs around such communities, 
and preys upon the Oriental hayseed, and 
the latter is just as gullible as his Caucasian 
counterpart. 
Leong Ah Y etis a wily heathen, who 
has during the picking season run a tin 
game near the Wittenbrock place, and Ah 
Let is the proprietor of a similar game in 
the same vicinity. 
Both games were crowded nightly and 
the gamblers did a thriving business. 
On Monday night one Lim Ah Loy oc­ 
cupied a seat at Ah Vet's table, and suc­ 
ceeded in winning $8. 
Thinking that this 
was a pretty good haul, and not caring to 
risk the loss of it by further indulgence in 
the fascinating game, he decided to draw 
out, and so informed Yet, at the same time 
requesting the latter for the $8 winnings, 
less the fifty cents percentage belonging to 
the game-keeper. 
Yet told him to wait till the game was 
over, and Loy consented, declining, how­ 
ever, to speculate any further in the game. 
Several hours later, when most of the 
patrons had left the place, Loy renewed 
his request for his winnings. Yet said he 
had lost considerable money that night at 
the game, and did not have enough to Day 
Loy. He added, though, that he could get 
the money from his friend Let, and both 
depar;el for the latter s place to get the 
money. 
Let said he, too, was broke and could not 
advance the desired loan. But he drew 
Yet aside and whispered: “ Why don’t you 
kill the fool, and theu you will not have to 
pay it?” 
Loy overheard the remark and dashed 
out of the place, and Yet immediately 
started afier him to carry out his friend's 
advice. 
A rail fence stood about 100 yards from 
the house, and upou reaching this Loy 
started to climb over it. But the pursuing 
gambler had overtaken him by this time 
and attempted to seize him. Loy broke 
away and was about to run again, when 
i et drew a revolver and laid him low with 
a shot in the breast. The wounded man 
only lived a short time after. 
Yet was iu high glee at having so easily 
disposed of a troublesome creditor, but later 
this was supplanted bv a realization of the 
seriousness of the crime, and he knew that 
the officers would soon be looking for him. 
So he at once decamped and. it is thought, 
headed for Sacramento. His friend, Let, 
tarried until yesterdav morning, but then, 
thinking that the climate would grow a 
trifle warm for him before long, followed 
the footsteps ot his friend. 
Neither have been seen since, though 
the police are on the lookout for them. 
Information regarding the murder was 
brought in by some hop-pickers yesterday, 
and Sheriff McMullen, accompanied bv 
District Attorney Bruner. Deputy Sheriff 
Coggswell, Coroner Clark and Official Re­ 
porter Davis, went out to the ranch and 
gathered wbat particulars they could, and 
Mr. Clark brought the murdered man s 
body to this city. 
At the inquest held by Deputy Coroner 
George H. Clark last night no new facts 
were developed. The jurv found that Ljy 
came to his death at the hands of Yet

“ SUNSET ” COX DEAD. 
Tlic Last Momenta of u Dying Statesman 
— Biographical Sketch. 
N ew Ycek, September 10th.—Congress­ 
man “Sunsei” Cox died at 8:33 o’clock this 
evening. The end was quiet, and the dying 
man breathed bis laet as peacefully as if 
falling into a light sleep. 
Mrs. Cox, who had been scarcely away 
from his beside for the past two days and 
nights, held his left hand, while bis old 
friend Douglass Taylor held the other. 
He had been conscious all day until 
about a quarter of an hour before the end. 
Mr. Cox’s lest conversation wes about the 
four Territories, whose Statehood he hoped 
to father. 
He mentioned New Mexico and Arizona, 
and said something about making a great 
etlort in iheir behalf at the coming session. 
In the afternoon while Dr. Lockwood 
was talking to bitu, Cox made some witty 
remaras which ccmpletely upset the Doc­ 
tor's diguity. 
Late in the afternoon telegrams were 
sent to Cox’s three sisters, two of whom 
live in Zanesville, O., and the other in 
St. Louis. Cox's nephew, who is Superin­ 
tendent of the Smithsonian Institute, was 
also telegraphed for. 
Dr. Lockwood said the immediate cause 
of death was heart failure, and the cause 
peritonitis. 
Telegrams were sent to the Sergeant at- 
Arius of the Home of Iv-presentatives 
Leedora, and to Speaker Carlisle. 
Samuel Sullivan Cox was born in Zanes­ 
ville, Ohio, on the 30 li day of September, 
1824 He was the sou of Kzekiel Tavlcr 
Cox, a member of the Ohio Senate in 
1832-3. He attended the Ohio University, 
at Athens, and was graduated at Brown in 
1840 During his stay in college he main­ 
tained himself by literary work and ob­ 
tained the prizes in classics, history, lit­ 
erary criticism and political economy. 
Adop’ine the profession of the law he 
returned to Ohio to begin practice, but soon 
laid it aside and went to Europe. On his 
return be became, in 1853. editor of the 
Columbus, 0., Statesman, and from that 
time turned his attention to political issues. 
While editing this journal he published 
a gorgeous description in sophomoric 
strain,which earned for him the soubriquet 
of "Sunset” Cox. Mr. Cox was offered in 
1855 the Secrclatyship of the Legation in 
London, but declined it. The opportunity 
wus given him not long after of going to 
Lima, Peru, in a similar capacity and he 
accepted. 
He remained in Teru one year, and on 
his return was elected to Congress, and re­ 
elected three times, serving continuously 
from December 7th, 1S57, till March 3, 
1805. During three terms he was Chair­ 
man of the Committee on Revolutionary 
Claims. 
He was a delegate to the Chicago, New 
York and St. Louis Democratic Conven­ 
tions of 1864, 1808 ar.d 1870 During the 
civil wat he sustained the Government by

York City, and was electrdasa Representa­ 
tive to Congress in 1863, and re-elected 
three times. He was for rnauy year9 one 
of Ihe Regents of the Smiibsonian Insti­ 
tute, his term closing in 1865. In 1869 he 
vvs’ted Europe ar.d Northern Africa, jour­ 
ney ing through Italy, Corsica, Algeria and 
Spain. 
In 1872 he was defeated as candidate at 
large for the Slate, but tbe death of his 
successful competitor necessitated another 
election, which resulted in Mr. Cox’s re­ 
turn to his seat. He was re-elected in 1874, 
1870,1878 and 1880, serving twelve consecu­ 
tive years. 
In the summer of 1882 he visited Sweden, 
Norway, Russia, Turkey and Greece In 
1885 he was appointed Minister to Turkey, 
but returned in October, 1886, alter a year s 
absence, and in November was re-elected 
to Congress. He liad tbe reputation of be­ 
ing an efleclive ar.d humorous speaker, 
writer and lecturer. 
In addition to a large amount of news­ 
paper and magazine work, he published 
"The Buckeye Abroad,” “Eight Years in 
Congress,” "A Search for Winter Sun­ 
beams.” “Why We Laugh,” “Free Land 
and Free Trade,” “Arctic Sunbeams," 
“Orient Sunbeams,” and “The Three De­ 
cades of Federal Legislation.” 
THK KEKNK8T BEGRET. 
W ashington September 10th.—The an­ 
nouncement of the death of Congressman 
Cox in New York to-night caused the 
keenest regret in the heart of every person 
at tbe National Capitol who knew him, 
without regard to party. Cox was 
almost the ideal man without an

sbarp-tongued in debate he was mani­ 
festly fair, and his long service rendered 
him respected in all that be had to say. 
Cox deliveied the first speech ever made 
in the present hall.

10th.—Jane 
A tberton, w ho is the author of m any pleas­ 
ant short and descriptive stories in the 
m agazines and weeklies, was recently ad­ 
m itted to St. Luke’s H ospital as a patient. 
W hile at the hospital an abscess form ed on 
the left lung. A n incision was m ade, aud 
tbe m icroscope show ed, protruding from 
the wall of one of the arteries of the heart, 
the eye of a needle. It was plainly the 
cause of the aneurism , and the surgeon de­ 
term ined to test his skill. T he needle was 
caught w ith a sm all forceps, and after m uch 
difficulty was gently w ithdraw n w ith a 
tw isting m otion. T he little hole in the 
artery was im m ediately closed by coagu­ 
lated blood and the hem orrhage was tri­ 
fling. T he blood in tbe aneuristual sac 
began to circulate after the pressure against 
it had been rem oved, and it was reduced 
in size even w hile tbe surgeon w atched it. 
But there was no longer tim e to observe 
tbe heart’s action, and the w ound in the 
chest was closed and bandaged. W ithin 
tw enty-four hours the heart returned to its 
norm al heat and the respiration was soon 
natural. She is now alm ost well, and there 
is nothing now to prevent her perfect re­ 
covery. T he little needle that had doneall 
the m ischief was swallowed by M iss A ther­ 
ton tw enty-six years ago, w hen she was 
ten years old, and it was supposed th at it 
had passed from her body in som e way 
lung ago. T he sym ptom s of consum ption 
that were found m anifested were due to the 
supply of blood that should have gone to 
the lungs beiDg cut off by the strictures in 
the pulm onary artery, and the lungs now 
give a healthy sound.

CHOSEN FR IEN D S. 
E ighteen H un dred and One D eaths D ur­ 
ing th e Y ear. 
M inneapolis (Minn.), September 10 h — 
The seventh biennial session of the Su­ 
preme Council of the Order of Chosen 
Friends began this morning at West Hotel. 
After the Supreme body had assembled the 
Council was opened in due form aud the 
secret work began. 
The most important business was the re­ 
ception of the reports of the Supreme 
officers. These reports contained the work 
of the Order for the past two years and 
were full of deep interest to the representa­ 
tives. 
The Supreme Recorder J. B. Linn’s re­ 
port showed that during tbs ten years since 
the Order was organized the net cash re­ 
ceipts have been $3,788,755 46. During 
this time there have been 1,801 deaths, on 
which $3 549,903 24 have been paid, and 
222 disabilities, on which $230,500 have 
been paid, leaving a balance not drawn 
upon of $3,721 22. 
During the past two years the total re­ 
ceipts have been $64,598 69, expenditures, 
$<31,099 25, leaving a bulance on band at 
the close of the fiscal year of 1889 of 
$3,503 44. 
The reports further showed that during 
the two years term just closed 202 new 
Councils have been organized,9S have been 
suspended or consolidated. One hundred 
and ninety-two have been instituted up to 
August 20tb, leaviDg a total of 760 Councils 
at present in the Order. During this term 
the admissions to the Order have numbered 
15,260, while 7,368 have been dropped from 
the rolls by means of suspension, with­ 
drawal or expulsion. The membership at 
the close of this year was 40,034 
During the term 769 deaths have oc­ 
curred and 96 disabilities liave been ap­ 
proved. The Committees on the State of 
the Order, Finance and Accounts, Laws 
and Supervision, and Credentials and 
Printing were appointed. Adjourned until 
to-morrow.
